A record collection, consisting 
roughly of 300 long plays and 100 
78*s, has been built up by leading 
record companies in exchange for 
disc-jockey service; the records 
have been bought with an eye to 
satisfying as many campus groups 
as possible, and the collection in- 
cludes anything from western style 
ballads to Philharmonic symphoni- 
es. 

The PA system has six outlets, 
which include the cafeteria, the 
Grill Room, the lounge, the club- 
room, the Walter M. Stewart Room, 
and* the ballroor.r. It is possible 
to supply these outlets simultane- 
ously with six different types of 
music. 

Theoretically, the PA system has 
been installed for the purpose of 
service. It also provides practical 
work for the Radio Workshop. 
Between the hours of 12 noon nnd 
2 pm it is run by the workshop; 
nt other times, strictly by the 
Union. 

Easily Portable 

The system has boen construct- 
ed so that it would be easily port- 
able to a new Students' Union. 
The only cost involved in the trans- 
fer would be that of installation. 
It is anticipated that when situat- 
ed in the new Union, the system 
would be enlnrgcd by a transmit- 
ting apparatus that would reach 
into residences, fraternity houses, 
end the general grounds of Mc- 
Gill. This wouhl, in effect, give 
McGill its own "ham" radio stati- 
on. 

Other universities have systems 
of this sort in successful operat- 
ion. 



The Radio Workshop wishes to 
emphasize the fact that the PA 
system is for the students, and 
that its first aim is to serve them. 
Service is being performed through 
the taping of concerts to the 
Music Club, the supplying of suit- 
able music for parties, tea dances, 
and social functions of every na-

Dr. F. C. James 
Returns From 
Overseas Trip 



Dr. F. Cyril James, Principal 
and Vice-Chancellor of McGill Uni- 
vcrsity, has just returned from a 
two and one-half week trip to 
Israel and England. 

He visited England as McGill's 
representative at the appointment 
of the Queen Mother to the posi- 
tion of Chancellor of the Univer- 
sity of London. The Israel jaunt 
was the result of an invitation from 
the Hebrew University in Jerusa- 
lem to deliver a scries of lectures 
there. 

Two Things 

Dr. James mentioned two things 
that impressed him during his stay 
in the Holy Land. The wonderful 
provisions for higher education at 
Jerusalem and the whole series of 
new technological buildings 'at 
Haifa were singled out as being 
very modern and up-to-date. 

In Jerusalem, he noted that 
while "Canada Hall", the building 
sponsored by tho Hadassah, was 
the only one completed, both the 
Biological and Humanities build- 
ings were nearing completion. 
Since the old edifices on Mt. Scopus 
were now inaccessible, these new 
buildings would fill a great need of 
the students there. 

MIT Rival 

The Haifa buildings were men- 
tioned as spectacular examples of 
modern science and would definite- 
ly make any of our own Engineers 
"green with envy" 6ince the entire

The rapid rate of economic deve- 
lopment, especially in the agricul- 
tural field, impressed Dr. James 
very highly. Hs said that the 
Israelis were doing great work in 
many new fields and great strides 
were being taken in the growing 
of cotton and flax besides the old 
stand-bys suoh as wheat, barley 
and the citrus fruits. Reforestation 
is especially extensive and this 
program is important in absorbing 
the extensive immigration that is 
going on. 

Impressive Ceremony 

The Queen Mother's appointment 
in London was considered by Dr. 
James as "one of the most impres- 
sive ceremonies" he had ever wit- 
nessed. He maintained that this 
practice of appointing royalty to 
posts such as these was a relative- 
ly new thing. For instance, tfoo 
Princess Royal who was a McGill 
Convocation visitor this year is 
the first Woman Chancellor in Bri- 
tish History, holding that position 
at iLeeds. As well, there is absolu- 
tely no precedent for » Queen Mo- 
ther to be a Chancellor of a Uni- 
versity. 

These appointments are import- 
ant, however, us they manifest a 
growing interest on the part of 
royalty in educational things as 
well as giving the various univer- 
sities a great deal of prestige.

The Quorum Question 

Sir: 

Thursday noon witnessed a dis- 
couraging attendance at the Stu- 
dents' Society meeting which was 
to decide upon several important 
constitutional issues. 

It goes without saying, of cour- 
se, that it was the responsibility 
of . the students of McGill to at- 
tend and the failure of the meet- 
ing was due to their reluctance 
to do so. However, this reluctance 
of students and of mankind in 
general to go 'out of their way 
.should be taken into consideration 
by the SEC when calling such a 
meeting. Past experience should 
have taught our student leaders 
that an announcement in the 
Daily, even if it consists of a 
"sweep" on the front page, is in- 
sufficient to draw a quorum. The 
students will attend only if it is 
evident that any decision made at 
such a meeting will definitely have 
some important bearing on them. 
If the prc-med or any other stu- 
dent sees that his Pre-Med Soci- 
ety or any other club depends on 
the Students' Society and its exe- 
cutive, the SEC; if the students 
were brought to realize that the 
McGill Students' Union and all 
that it contains; and that even 
this paper, the McGill Daily, de- 
pends almost entirely upon the 
Students* Society and the SEC, 
then a quorum will bo no prob- 
lem. 

Announce Students Society 
meetings in the Daily, but write 
an intimate account of the issues 
at stake and show the effect it 
will have on the students. Oral 
annuoncements of similar text 
should give results. Even the oc- 
casional simple poster would help. 
Use legitimate publicity inform 
the students and* there will be no 
need of underhand "gimmicks".

Marxism Debate 

Sir: 

I deeply appreciate all the cour- 
tesies you have extended to me and 
hesitate to ask for more space, 
but the report of my speech in the 
Marxism debate so largely omit- 
ted the substantial argument that 
I should like briefly to re-state 
them: 

(1) The "constant revolutioniz- 
ing of the means of production" 
is, by basic engineering reasoning, 
not a scheme to swindle the masses 
(as Marx contended) but a basic 
requirement of economic growth. 

(2) This constant shifting about 
would give rise to frequent class 
struggles between work groups, 
even when everyone had equal in- 
come and if all industry wore state 
owned, because it disturbs tho 
structure of prestige, power, skills, 
friendships, and* location. 

(3) The wealth, or capital equip- 
ment, which is necessary to eco- 
nomic growth, is the product not 
just of crude labour but of labour 
plus new ideas, plus saving, plus 
enterprise, plus risk bearing. Most 
of the so-called "surplus" hours 
go on balance to these activities. 

(4) The state ca never "wither 
uway", i. e., there cannot bo a 
world entirely freo from conflict 
nnd organs for compelling the sot- 
tlemcnt'of conflict, because, among 
many other thing3, differences of 
opinion as to the best way of doing 



There has been much talk lately 
nbout Forge, McGill's only litera- 
ry publication. 

It hns been suggested that the 
editors of Forge in the future 
adopt the policy of the 1053-54 
i&sue. That year in the way of an 
experiment a single issue of nearly 
80 pages was put out with con- 
tributions from both students and 
staff. The result was a magazine 
by no means perfect but reward- 
ing and capable of great develop- 
ment. Unfortunately last session — 
and for no evident reason — the 
experiment was ahandoned in 
fnvor of an all-student publicati- 
on with two 40 page issues. 

The question to be considered 
amounts to this: Should Forge be 
cn all-student effort, edited and 
written for the most part by un- 
dergraduates, or should the possi- 
bility of a joint student-faculty 
magazine be investigated? 

It is hardly possible to reject 
the thought of extending the scope 
of the magazine by claiming lack 
of student interest. Even if this 
were true is it no valid excuse, for 
interest can be created by action 
if only one doesn't wait for interest 
to create the action. Nor would 
nn increase in the circulation pose 
any problems if an able and ag- 
gressive sales policy were assumed. 
Subscriptions may be sold even at 
Registration; if we have enough 
energy and organizing ability to 
make the Combined Charities Cam- 
paign a success, selling a good 
magazine should not prove too dif- 
ficult a task. 

By admitting contributions from 
the staff the Forge of the future 
would be given scope. It is of 



course inevitable that it would 
become harder for the undergra- 
duate to get published; but higher 
standards nrs always conductive 
to the production of works of a 
higher caliber: in the case of a. 
young developing student they are 
more of an inspiration than an 
impediment At present the edito- 
rial board of Forge is at the mercy 
of the varying" Quality (and quan- 
tity) of student writing. By ad- 
mitting faculty contributions this 
cs'sential uncertainty could be eli- 
minated and somewhat more per- 
manent standards set. 

The two primary problems that 
such a possible arrangement raises 
are those of the editorial board 
and of 'financial support. Tho first 
of these is easily solved for there 
can always be found in the stu- 
dent body half a dozen qualified 
persons who would be willing to 
take on tho extra work of editing 
the magazine with faculty consul- 
tation. 

• Concerning the second problem 
it may be pointed out that jn 1054- 
65 Forge had a deficit of $400.00. 
Despite the possibility of increased 
sales the Introduction of a third 
issue or a rise in the cost of print- 
ing may have a considerable ef- 
fect on the balance sheet But let 
us not forget that the SEC is 
taking a loss of $5000.00 on the 
Annual which is a merely pictorial 
report of life at McGill. Should 
then the possibility of a magazine 
which is to be a report of creative 
development he rejected just be- 
cause it may involve the expendi- 
ture of an extra few hundred dol- 
lars?

With .the basketball season just around the corner, various see™ 
around the college circuit, in moments of sobriety are pounding ou 
their predictions to bo recorded for eternity and laughed at when th< 

One thing seems evident at this early date. No team except the 
Redmen will be stronger this year. The other universities have lost 
key mew through graduation while McGill has virtually the same squad 
with several Important additions. This is how the league shapes up 
from this corner: 

Western took the championship last year and there doesn't seem' 
to be any team in the league which will wrest the laurels from them 
this season. Johnny Metres' crew will not be quite as strong as they 
were last season having lost two starters, Lou Karabin and all-star 
Coulter Osbourne. But the (Mustangs have more than enough height and 
depth to have things pretty much their own way. Ray Monnot, a 6 ft. 
5 in. centre will be the kingpin of Metres' team. It is interesting to 
note that Lou Veres, a former captaia of the Assumption team has 
turned up at Western this year. 

Toronto lost its two best players in all-star guard Don Fawcett 
and George Stulac but they have enough depth to cushion this loss. The 
Blues have a new coach in John McManus who is excepted to send oat 
a small fast squad built around Peter Potter and Leo Madden. Mc- 
Manus is counting heavily on John Dachyshn, a six foot four centre 
from the Baby Blues, to carry the load of the pivot position. The Blues 
should make it home in second place. 

Assumption is an- unknown quantity this year. The Purple Raide: 
had their weakest team in many seasons last year but they are in 1 
unusual position of being able to obtain students and basketball players 
from all over the United States and Canada. If the authorities at the 
Windsor college decide to put out a strong team, it can be done with 
little trouble. All-star guard George Josephs will again lead the Raider 
team which .should placed third. 

McGill coach Anderson has been unusually optimistic this year. 
Anderson has had virtually the same team for two years now and 
after catching up on their fundamentals lost year, the Redmen have 
begun to look more and more like a smooth, slick, ball team.
